TE I PENSION BILL. 
Our dispatches on Saturday announced 
that the President had signed the Pension 
Arrears-Bill, though he lid so reluctantly, 
and against the advice of every member of 
the Cabinet. He held it a week before he 
coaid make up bis mind what to do with 
the perplexing bill. 
With one eye he saw 
millions of dollars gomg out of the Treas­ 
ury tor extra pensions, in times ot business 
depression, and when resumption was in 
Its infancy, and with the other he saw the 
crippled soldier and the soldier’s wid­ 
ow 
pleading 
for 
their 
rights 
He 
wanted 
to 
protect 
the 
Treasury and do no wrong to the soldiers 
nor the widows, and hence his position was 
extremely embarrassing. Do whatever he 
would, his action would be condemned 
After a long delay, and several consulta­ 
tions with his Cabinet, he decided to ap­ 
prove the bill and bear the consequences. 
What is the bill ? it is simply this: The 
law of 1S73. declared that all pensions 
granted for death, wounds, or disease re­ 
ceived in the service since March 4th, 1801* 
shall begin at the date ol the death or of the 
discharge from service—provided that the 
Application for pension was or shall be filed 
With the Commissioner within five years 
After the right thereto accrued ; otherwise, 
the pension is to begin at the date of filing 
the last evi fence necessary to establish it. 
The bill now passed by both houses of 
Congress simply removes the five years’ 
limitation clause or proviso. 
At first, the 
law required the application to be made 
Within one year, then the time was limited 
to three, and in 1873, to .five years, and 
now the limitation is wiped out altogether. 
Whether or not the new law is a wise one 
is a debatable question. One of the strong­ 
est arguments against the bill when it was 
before Congress, was that in many cases it 
woald give a pension for years “during 
Which disabilities were not 
developed 
or 
suspected.” 
Thi9 
is 
a 
strong 
point 
against 
the 
measure, 
and 
on the other hand oue equally as strong is 
that those who for any reason have been 
deprived of pensions tor these long years, 
Will now have their rights. Notwithstand­ 
ing the bill will draw heavily upon the 
treasury, the fact that it was a “soldier’s” 
bill, carried it through the House of Rep­ 
resentatives like a storm, and oniy four 
votes were cast against It in the Senate. 
As to the amount which will be required 
to pay these arrears, there are speculations 
Of 
all 
sorts. 
The 
Congressmen 
who had charge ot the bill in the two 
houses, fixed the amount at 18 millions of 
dollars. The ‘Pension Office authorities 
raised it to 33 millions. The Secretary of 
the Interior increased the amount to 50 
millions. Senator Morrill put it at 80 mil­ 
lions. Secretory Sherman stretched it to 
IOO millions; and others have gone so high 
as 150 millions. It will be safe to say that 
the whole expense of the arrears measure 
Will not exceed JO millions. 


ANOTHER WING WANTED. 
We were in hopes that this session of the 
Legislature would pass without Dr. Kemp- 
ster asking for another wing tor the North. 
em Hospital for the Insane. He seems to 
have a mania for wings. 
He now treads 
over more Brussel carpeted parlors than 
any other man in Wisconsin, and yet he is 
not satisfied. Last year he wanted two or 
three hundred thousand dollars with which 
to extend the already immense wings of 
the Northern Hospital, 
but 
the bill 
was 
killed. 
Since 
then 
Dr. 
Kempster has been somewhat depressed 
because he was compelled to live lo only 
•‘ten acres of parlors.1’ He is ambitions to 
occupy more parlors, and to become the 
lord of the largest public institution in the 
West. This year he is more modest than 
last, and asks tor only $95,000 for the pur­ 
pose of erecting an additional wiug, and 
on Friday, Mr. Joseph B. Reynolds, the 
Greenback member of the Assembly from 
Calumet, introduced a bill to appropriate 
that amount with which to give Dr. 
Kempster additional room.

mood 
this winter to throw away the sum of |9 5 ,• 
OOO. It will be regretted that the Doctor 
must continue to be hampered in his “ten 
acres of parlors.” His ambition 19 entirely 
too great lor the State treasury.* The peo­ 
ple can not afford to work from one year 
end to another to earn money for the en­ 
largement of the Northern Hospital. They 
must provide tor other charitable institu­ 
tions in the State, and tor themselves The 
Doctor should think of this, and generous­ 
ly allow some of the money rn the treas­ 
ury to be expended for purposes other 
than that of building wings for the Osh­ 
kosh Hospital. The members of the Leg­ 
islature who believe that Dr. Kempster has 
no more of a claim on the State treasury 
than any other citizen, and wno think that 
a thousand yards of Brussels cover quite 
enough parlor room for even the Super- 
tendent ot the Northern Hospital, will do 
the people a favor to vote against the $95,- 
000 dollar bill.

A OUfilOSITY. 


A T w e lv e .F o o t S ta p le T re c jG ro w in g 
i n th o D o m e o f a C o u rt H o u s e . 
The tower of the court house at Greens­ 
burg, Indiana, is 140 leet in height. One 
hundred and Aye feet from the ground Is 
the water sheet of the tower, andatjye 
that it is covered with dressed stone, made 
to fit closely in slabs 2 by 5 feet, inclining 
at an angle of about 30 degrees from up­ 
right. 
In the summer of 1870 a citizens of the 
'place was examining the tower with a 
glass when he observed, springing from 
the third crevice about the watershed on 
the east side ot the tower, HO feet from the 
ground, a little twig. But little was thought 
of it, and it was scarcely discernible with 
the naked eye. 
The next spring some

In 
a 
strange and exposed position had survived 
the wintry blasts. It had survived, and 
when sun and spring showers came on, 
put out its leaves plentifully and grew lux- 
urantly all the set son. By this time it w&9 
easily seen with the 
eye, but 
ps it 
could not be approached in ordinary man­ 
ner nearer than from the roofs of build­ 
ings on the opposite side of the street, its 
species coaid not be ascertained. The third 
spring it put forth again with renewed lite, 
Vigor and size. Instead of dwindling and 
drooping from the effects of the winter’s 
cold and the summer’s heat, the atmos­ 
phere oi justice from below 
seemed to 
cause it to flourish extraordinarily. 
This 
season it was decided to be a silver maple 
sprung, no doubt, from a seed carried by a 
bird or whirlwind, and lodged in that ex­ 
alted place. By this time the tree has 
become famous. Accounts of it had ap­ 
peared in the papers, but the story wa 9 not 
generally believed. 
But, nevertheless,the tree lived and grew. 
It was there, and no mistake. 
And so it 
has continued until tms d*y. 
it is now 
more than twelve feet high, and is thought 
to be three Inches in diameter. The top is 
quite busby, and, in the summer season, the 
leaves are numerous and luxuriant. Ii can 
be seen for many miles around, and the 
stranger approaching first sees the tower 
and then this phenomenon. 
The rapid growth of the tree is forcing 
the stones apart. This can readily be seen 
With a glass. Ere long the ambitions maple 
will have to be brought lower, or damage 
to the building will follow. The sheriff has 
already had several applications from ex­ 
pert climbers to take it down, but the peo­ 
ple will not permit their tree to be re­ 
moved yet. An artist representing a New 
York illustrated paper called to sketch the 
cariosity, but the leaves were off, and he 
postponed it until a more favorable time. 
Persons approaching the place from Cin­ 
cinnati get a view of It by looking from 
the north windows as they draw near 
Greensburg. Of course it appears to much 
greater advantage when in full leaf, and 
at sach time it is indeed a strange curios­ 
ity.

From the New York T.mes. 
The recent death ut Mrs. Ann Hillman 
Kellogg, ct Fairfield, Connecticut, in the 
93d year of her age, recalls an unrecorded 
incident of the war of the revolution. Mrs 
Kellogg was the daughter of Captain Eli­ 
sha lim mao, of the United States navy,and 
her mother was the only American that 
remained in New London when the town 
was destroyed by the traitor Benedict Ar­ 
nold in 1781. At that time Captain Hin- 
man’s ship was hourly expected to arrive 
at New London, and it was hoped that he 
might come in time to save the town. Mrs. 
Binman was well acquainted with Arnold, 
as he had often dined at her house and had 
been a friend of her husband. Induced by 
anxiety for her husband’s safety, she 
remained 
after 
all 
others 
had 
fled, 
and 
watched 
the 
entry 
ot the british from the doorway of her 
house. As Arnold rode up he saw and 
saluted her, and said if she would point out 
her own property it should be spared. She 
pointed out the houses ot several o f her 
neighbors as ber own, and thus saved them 
from 
destruction. 
Arnold 
remained 
on horseback near her house all day, Do­ 
ing the battle that was raging at 
Fort 
Griswold on the Groton side of the river, 
where the tall monument commemorating 
the event now stands 
Three times were 
the British driven down the hill by the 
deadly fire from the fort. Then the am­ 
munition of the defenders became exhaust 
ed and they were obliged to 
surrender. 
The British officer in command of 
the 
storming party was so enraged at the des­ 
perate defense o f the fort that, as he enter* 
ed, 
he 
atked, 
“Who 
commands 
here ?” 
Colonel 
Leyard 
re­ 
plied, “I did. but you do now,” at the same 
time surrendering his sword. The officer 
received the sword and instantly plunged 
it into the heart of the gallant Colonel. An 
American officer standing beside the Col­ 
onel snatched his own sword from his 
scabbard, and in a minute the cowardly 
Briton lay close beside his victim. An in­ 
discriminate massacre of all within the 
fort followed, and thirty of the wounded 
Americans were piled into a wagon that 
was rolled down a steep hillside to the 
bottom, where It was dash'd to pieces 
against a tree 
Then hurried preparations 
were made to evacuate their position by 
the British Arnold having learned of the 
expected arrival of Captain Hinman. 
Mrs. Binman, having witnessed these 
outrages from her house top, became so 
incensed against the traitor that she hur­ 
riedly dc cended from the roof, took a 
musket I rom a closet where it had been 
left the day before by an American sol­ 
dier, and leveled Hat Arnold as he sat on 
his horse in front ol the house. Taking 
a long, steady aim, she pulled the trigger, 
but the piece mused fire. Bearing the 
snap of the lr :k, Arnold turned and asked 
ber what that noise wrs. 
With great 
presence of mind she had dropped 
the 
gun, so he did not see it, and she answered 
that it was the breaking ot a chair. 
This incident formed the subject of a 
painting by Huntington, the artist, whose 
wife Is a grand-niece of 
Mrs. Binman. 
This painting tis now in the pouession 
of Mr. Thomas Day, of Bergen Point, 
N. J. In it Mrs. Biomau is represented 
es leveling a musket at Arnold from a win­ 
dow of her house, and the borning town is 
seen in the background. The remains of 
both Captain aaa Mrs. Bloman now lie in 
the Cedar Grove Cemetery in New Lon­ 
don, where their monument ?s one of the 
tiucst to be seen. 


Colonel Forney’s new weekly paper, 
Progress, which from its first number has 
proved so complete a success, is largely 
devoted to anecdotes and reminiscences of 
persons of distinction ; as, for example, the 
folio a ing of Horace Greeley, who was a 
candidate for President in 1872; 
“Mr.CGreeley was an extreme temper­ 
ance leader, as pure as cold water, even in 
his blunders, but as much out of place as a 
Democratic nominee as Bishop Simpson in 
the Vatican. Atter he agreed to stand for 
that high office, the Southern politicians 
called on him at Chappaqua, his country- 
seat on the Harlem road, and he benevo­ 
lently asked them to drink from his famous 
spring. They wero surprised but submis­ 
sive, until he offered them a second 
draught, at which 
Governor ----- , of 
Louisiana, somewhat testily declined, with 
the remark that that was a beverage lie 
never internally applied. The legend runs 
that when the party left the white-haired 
editor, the Governor sadly observed that lie 
laid to drink several cocktails to keep the nomi­
